"We rcallu tliat after Uils war 
llic responsibility -of Uio notion wlU 
not be clrcmnscrlbed wltlUn Uio Icr- 
rltorla] limits ol tho United Slates; 
that our nation has an obllgaUon to

James U. Bothwell, former (iistrict jutiRc iind now a pi'iic- 
ticintr Twin Fnli.i attorney, thin afternoon announced hi.i 
ciindidncy for the United Statc,4 .'lenate ,Hiibject to the Demo- 
cratic primary on Aup. 11, 

At the anme time the former judKc announced his re.s- 
i;:iiaUoii ns Twin Falls coun- 
ty (iefcn.ic chairman had been 
accepted by Gov. Chu.-ic A. 
Clark. Bothwell explained that 
he had re-signed the defense 
po.st "becauHe I do not believe 
that politic.^ and defence ac- 
tivitie.-i ahoultl be mixed up to- 
gether." lie added : 
"'However, I have lold Uie goV' 
lor Uiat I uhall strive as a prlvaU 
In Uic ranks to meet tho obligation 
of faithful service to the slate 
naUon, which Is Imposed on every 
clUzen In Uils hour of crisis." 
Efficient Councils

honor and a promotion to lieutenant 
commander. 

Standing at nllentlon. with 
eyes blinking rapidly, Ollare hear^ 
the chief executive read a citation 
which called his feat "one of the 
most daring, It not Uie most daring 
slngio action In the hLilory of c 
bat aviation." 

"Then, while the Prc.ildent clasped 
his hand. OUare watched his bride 
place the medal around his neck. 
Calling attenUon to tho stripes 
of a lieutenant Junior grade on the 
ateeve ot the young oltlcer. the Pres- 
ident remarked that O'Hare had not 
yet time to get the tlxln's of a 
lleul«nanl commander and then 
handed O'Hare the promoUon boost- 
ing him two grades.

Fire-ffurfiil Japan had a new Hcrici of air raid alarms 
today. 

Berlin radio roiwrtinff a dt.spiitch of the official news 
asency said the dread alarm had been .sounded in various 
areas of wo.itern and central Japan this afternoon, Tokyo 
time, and the all clear had 
been sounded in central Japan 
at 5 p. m. (.1 n, m. EWT). 

This meant presumably 
ihnt in weslcrn Japan, where 
tho Japanese navy has iti 
stront^cst bui(c3, tlie alarm 
still continued. 

It had been 73 hours since Japan 
flaslicd UiAi allied airplanes, raid- 
ing Tokyo and Uiree oUier key cities, 
had Riven the counlrj- of the sun 
ROdde-vi Iti first taste of the deadly 
medicine which Japan had admlnla- 
ercd to the Ill-fated countries It 
had attacked. 

Berlin did nol sny whether any 
hostile plftuts had appeared over 

Alamu Sounded 
Ccnlrnl Japan, where some alarms 
were sounded, In Uio heart of Jap- 
an's war Industry, 

WieUier Uiere were any planes, 
tho alarms made even plolner Jap- 
an's extreme nervou-iness at Uio 
thought of being on tho receiving 
end of aerial bombs. 

Even before today's alarm. Japan 
had opened a new bombing offen- 
sive on eastern China In Uie ob- 
vious belief that American planes 
were now based in China and might 
strlko again at any momcht at Tok- 
1 and other great clUes, 
AdmUilon thot Saturday's raid 
damaged Japanese railroads was 
contained In a German dLipatch 
from Tokyo that the mlnLitera of 
rallwnj's and transporlaUon had re- 
ported transportaUon "only stighUy 
disrupted." They said railroad pos- 
tal service was resumed "soon aft«r 
the raid." 

Account' 

Today Japan mado its first at- 
tempt to Rive a colietcnt account ot 
Uie approach ot bombing pli 
Tokyo Eifttirday.

April 31 Wi — The 
story of hov an Amerleiin bomber 
crew, lost In an Australian swamp, 
fought lis way for days and nights 
through tho crocodile tateated muck 
to a village of former headhuntera 
and eventual safety was told In a 
letter to Uie parents of one ol the 

Howard Sorenson, Burley, radio 
operator on the lour-tnoVortd ship, 
told his parents, Mr. and Mrsi H. 
Sorenson, his ship had been In com- 
bat with enemy planes and made a 
forced landing, 

"This was our first long range 
bombing mission." ho wrottf. 

"We reached our target after long 
hours of fllgtit.when 13 eeros (Jap- 
anese fighter planos> Jumped us at 
33.000 feet . . Our boanb rack Jam- 
med and we had to moke a sec- 
ond run over tho target. We came 
back and this Ume we dropped the 
rack on a loaded transport. 

■"Tho teros now hod hit us. We 
don't know where our other'planes 
were because we were too busy 
righUng the leroo. The gunners got 
twt) which went down spinning with 
black smoke pouring from them and 



we think we got a third cero but we 
are not sure, 

"Other wros chased us tor *Q nUn- 
utes, but wo finally shook them off. 
ITie gas was running short when 
dowL below was what looked like « 
perfectly natural landing tleld along 
the shore. 

"Wo dropped down and landed, 
but the grass waa taw-edged ituff 
10 feel high In a awamp and the 
water undemeaUi was alx feet deep 
In spots. . , 

. "Wo soon -loat- our food, which 
sank beneath Uie water. We had 
to hack our way cv*r>- foot through 
tho gran with Junile bolos and 
knives, y/e made just eight mUea In 
four days, 

"The last two days and nights 
worked all the Ume, and w« had 
no food" 

lie told how Uie crew was tor- 
tnented by spiders, scorploni and 
moaqultoca day and night and how 
they "could hear crocodiles IlapptnE 
About In the awamp." 

At one point they came to a small 
Island and worked levcrlahly for 
hours cutting trees to build a raft,

Tlie commlllee chairman told re- 
porters he believed a plan could be 
worked out to peg prices generally 
at present levels- with adjustments 
provided tor low- pay groups or In- 
dlvlduaLi- He suggested that a gen- 
eral board then could order In- 
creases 10 compensate tor any ad- 
vance In living costs. 

President Roosevelt has let It be 
known ihal ho will discuss the wholo 
problem of Uie cost of living In a 
message lo congress, to be followed 
by a radio talk Monday night.

CournBcous words were those of Director 
Archibald MncLelsh of the otrico of lacta 
nnd rigurca when he susBcstcd that the 
American press cUmlniitc "the cowardly, 
hair-hcartcd publlahcrs, and the vcnaJ edi- 
tors of their sLnflft" who use freedom of the 
press to breed dissension nnd defentlsm. ' 

Sppaklngr before the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors, MacLelsh said there are 
., ■ minority elements of the press "which are 
actively engaBcd In Influencing American 
opinion in directions which lead not to vic- 
tory—but to defeat." 

"If the responsibility Is not the govern- 
ment's, Is It then the duty of the loyal and 
. honest papers to hunt out and expose the 
slcullcers In the Journalistic ambush?" Mac- 
Lelsh asked. 
Without hesitancy, our answer would ho 
: a positive "YES!" And we believe every loyal 
publisher In the United States will make the

Much as the American newspapers cherish 
freedom of the press, that Is no reason -why

■ in their own ranks, which seek to undermine 
and Jeopardize our country in Ita hour of

Honest publishers fully appreciate their 
" great responsibility to the American people. 
; and particularly so In time of war. In the 
; main they confine their efforts to a truthful 

- presentation of the news and constructive 
criticism. The minority of the press which 
uses Its Influence for ulterior objectives de- 
Ecrves no freedom In a country at war. 

The Times-News prides ILself In having 
Joined sincerely with hundreds of dally 
newspapers throughout the United States 
In editorial condemnation of "Social Jus- 
tice." the weekly publication founded by 
Father Charles E. Coughlln and repudiated 
by his own church. It' is to the newspapers* 
credit that the government has "cracked 
down" on this publication on the recommen- 
dation of the majority press. 

All Americans, and all their Institutions, 
should have but one common objective today, 
and most assuredly that includes the news- 
papers.

CAIRO. April 31— Both here ond 
In Indlo the most hopeful expecta. 
lions arc being aroused by the 'visit 
ot Ocn. George C. Marshall, the 
American chief ol staff. In London. 
The reason Is that every military 
man I have met believes the war 
can be won only by attacking Osr- 
many and Japan 
at tho source, not 
through back- 
door eompalgru. 

■All the aoUvlty 
Id India and 
China ts viewed 
by almost every- 
one 0.1 a holding 
operation at most, 
not as a poten- ' 
tlally decUlvei 
campaign. I have 
rope a tedly sug- I 
gcsled the enor- 
mous dltriculUes 
of trans porting 
auppUes, Thene a: . 
acute dally. Even while I was In 
China the threat to the fragile life- 
line Into that outpost of resistance 
increased, requiring some readjust- 
ments whldi make the line more 
tortuoai even than before. 

It U vital that this line be held. 
But beyond tliat everyone Is look- 
in- to a new western front and an 
attack on Japan from the Paclllo 
as the best hope of victory. The pre- 
vailing view la that Russia should be 
a.ulsled In knocking out Germany, 
ntter which all the strength of the 
United Nations could be thrown 
against Japan, which Is now so far 
extended that she would crumble 
under direct blows as rapidly as she 
has advanced during the last tew 
months. 

I have been out to the end ot the 
line at Chungking and seen the dif- 
ficulties at first hand. When such 
questions arise as whether to take 
a craCo of propelters or ■ bale of 
banknotes into China, tke Impos- 
sibility ot moving In large quanti- 
ties of heavy auppUes becomes ob-^ 
vious. There Is haggling over every 
pound of airplane carrying capacity. 
Even over the Burma road a third 
to a half of the tonnage la used to 
cany fuel so that the remainder of 
the cargo can b« moved. 

There Is much talk of opening a 
new road, but this will take some 
time and the road will be much more 
roundabout. The best bet In China' 
Is to BcL fighter planes In to help 
the Chinese troops hold the J*p«- 
neM In Burma. You must consider 
that It takes a too of material a 
month to sustain a soldier. The haul 
from America to ports In the middle 
eait or India Is 13.000 miles, against 
3.000 acran the north Atlantic. One 
ship crossing tho north Atlantic 
therefore eorrlea thrw to four times- 
as much carto In a year's time than 
1/ It wcrr running io U>e Indian 
ocean. The shortage of shipping , 



makes that economy factor of tho 
greateat Importance. 

Usually mlUCary men reganJ their 
own area as the most important and 
Insist on everything for It, Thcre- 
loro It la significant that the proc- 
tlcally unanimous Judgment out 
here ond further east la thol the 
main effort must eventually be 
against Germany and against the 
Japanese mainland from the Pacific 
side. 

I have seen enoURh ot the dlffl- 
cultlea In setting 11ml led suppjlrs 
out hero to nppreelnte why Uiere 
should be no undue hopes of an 
enormous eampalsn ensl of Suez. 
1*he allies' shortage ot anti-aircraft 
Kims has been discovered by tho 
Japanese, who operate In the air nt 
Will except when they run Into the 
American volunteer Rroup. If planes 
were available It would be pooslblo 
from allied points In the middle 
east to bomb German oil sources In 
Itumania and possibly to do an et- 
fectlvo crippling Job. It Is important 
also to hold the supply line Into 
Itussla. Beyond that, It seems to be ^ 
a matter of keeping up the trickle 
of supplies Into India and China, 
holding back Japan and preventing 
her and Germany from Joining 
hands through the middle east.
